The doctor also said that a study

activity, at least for a time. 


He said records were studied on 


460 patients who suffered their 
first attack sometime during the 
decade 1932-1812. Of these. 356 sur- 
vived that first attack. Then "fol- 
low up" studies were done on 285 
of them until they died or, in the 
case of survivors-, until 1952 .when 
the study ended. 


Of the 285, two-thirds were found 


to have lived over five years, two- 
fifths over 10 years and one-tenth 
over 15 year*. At the end .of the 
Rtudy, «9 of the 285 were still 
alive and they'had lived'1'4 years 
on the avenge.

By Monday, however, full gangs 


plus extra workers were expected 
to get to work on the backlog of 
650 million dollars worth of cargo 
lied up by the strike. 


The old ILA, competing fiercely 


with the AFL for control of dock 
labor, had once firmly declared it 
would not end the strike until th« 
National Labor " Relations -Board 
recognized it as bargaining agent 
for longshoremen. 


When the end finally came, it 


was without condition of any kind.

The ILA was under heavy pres- 


sure from the NLRB to end the 
strike "forthwith." The board on 
Thursday ordered a new bargain- 
ing election and threatened to ruin 
the ILA off the ballot unless the 
strike was stopped. 


Bradley's announcement called 


this "an unprecedented and Illegal 
threat" but added it WAS the main 
factor behind the decision to call 
off the, strike.

tion. No school district with les 
than 750 high school students needs 
to have more than one high school 
if it is to be the best kind of a. 
school that we can provide for our 
children, with the smallest amoun 
of taxation. 


Anyone who has studied the situ 


atlon agrees that we need improve 
ment in facilities. Besides the cos 
angle there are several other good 
reasons that favor a single high 
school for our district. One high 
school will give equal opportunity 
to* all students. One high schoo 
can offer the very best in curricu 
lum suitable to people in a rura 
community. We do not want our 
boys and girls to have exactly the 
same training as is offered in city 
schools, but we want the type of 
education to be- equal or better 
than that offered in urban schools 


This leads to a third point anc 


that is that qualified, conscientious 
teachers are needed and we can 
not get enough of these to operate 
five high schools efficiently. The 
right kind of teachers can be more 
easily attracted to a little larger 
and newer school. (With this plan 
we wjll not hare one of the big 
high schools that some critics have 
opposed. I do not feel that a high 
school is considered big until there 
are seven or eight hundred stu- 
dents, and we will have about 450 
students under the present pro- 
posal.) 


There are some examples of suc- 


cessful high schools that are oper- 
ating in the open country that you 
will soon be hearing more about, 
and to my knowledge there has 
never been an open country high 
school with an enrollment of 300 
or more that has not been success- 
ful. If anyone reading this knows 
of such a school, I would like to 
lave them name it openly. (No 
towns have grown up around these 
open country schools cither.) 


As taxpayers we realize that we 


need to support the schools, so 
et's get the most for our tax dollar 
and vote for the one high school 
slan on April 10. 


It would be well if we do unto 


others as we would have them do 
unto us and vote for the necessary 
jonds to build a new elementary 
school In Franklin Grove also.

Home Suits Modern Way of Living 


Boasting three bedrooms, two baths and a cen- 


ter hall for good circulation, this design for a mod- 
ern one-story house is the work of a Newark, Del., 
architect. 
The extra-large living room is combined with a 


dining area. The long unbroken wall would contrib- 
ute to attractive furniture arrangement. A wall of 
windows at the rear opens onto a flagstone terrace. 
The living room's "cathedral" ceiling is higher in 
the center than at the aides, adding to the general 
feeling of spaciousness. 


In keeping with the modern trend, all windows 


are of ponderosa pine. The architect says wood 
windows were chosen because they look better and 
fit so snugly that they prevent seepage of moisture 
from the outside to the inside. The high insulating 
value of wood eliminates the problem of moisture 
Condensation on the inside of window sash. 


Windows are awning type, opening out and up. 


This prevents rain from entering when windows are 
open. 


The exterior color scheme was chosen by Bea- 


trice West, color consultant. She specifies white 
asphalt shingles for the roof, biue-gray sidewalls. 
white trim, and gold as an accent color on the doors 
and front window. 


Miss West Considers the roof color the most im- 


portant area. The roof is the largest unbroken 
area of the house and the roof line is low, almost 
on a line with the eye. The white roof attracts at- 
tion, making the house seem taller, 


The house has ample closet space, including a 


walk-in closet for the master bedroom. A closet for 
outer garments is located conveniently in the foyer. 
An enclosed storage room forms one end of the car- 
port. All rooms have cross-ventilation. 


The house could be built either with or without 


a basement. 
The basementless version was con- 


structed near Wilmington, Del., where its price was 
$14.500. In other communities, cost would depend 
upon local conditions.

Miss Cabot.' now appearing on a

Bode 111 for the West 


Less than a month from now the Western powers and 


the CoSnun^leaderlof Russia, China and North Korea 
will zather at Geneva to talk of Far Eastern settlements. It 
will Squfre al 1% ?S«taiy of State Dulles' diplomatic *kiH 
to averta result that will produce a Red victory, ultimately if 


SbodySpush the United States into a phony settle- 


ment on Korea. As the principal Western belligerent in the 
Korean war, we hold the whip hand over the course of peace 
negotiations there. We will not accept any arrangement that 
compromises the independence and freedom of South Korea. 


The story on Indo-China is different. Though we pay 


more than three-fourths of the cost of the French war effort, 
it is the French and Viet Namese natives who do the fight- 
ing. Consequently, France has the initiative in diplomatic 
discussions on this subject, and France wants & truce. 
Most Western observers, including Americans, have con- 


cluded that any truce which could now be arrived at with the 
Communists on Indo-China would surely lead to Red control 
of the country.

In their anxiety to get out from under a war that has 


dragged on for eight years and has drained French resources 
in seeming futility, the French appear ready to take now a - 
most any kind of settlement that has even the remotest look 
of fairness.

Approaching Geneva i» that frame of mind, they are 


" probably predisposed not to scan Communist proposals with 
a closed eye for traps. It is no overstatement to say that 
this prospect is one of peril for the United States and the 
whole free world.

Possibly the best thing to hone for at Geneva is that the 


Communists make such absurd demands on the Indo-China 
question that not even the French can swalow them. It would 
not be the first time the Reds have kicked away a beautiful 
chance to sow deep trouble for the Western allies. 


What the French will do if there is no truce is not a 


happy story .either. About all that can be said now is that a 
truce and its likely aftermath would seem to be a worse one.

Flying Is Safe for Most of Us 
Firoin Standpoint of Health 


Travel by plane has become s° 


common that the question comes 
up more and more often as t° 
whether it is safe for people with 
various kinds of diseases to travel 
in this way. 


Certainly most healthy people 


can travel in commercial airplanes 
at the Uhunl heights, and higher '" 
pressurized cabins, without suffer- 
ing any harm. 


Only at extreme heights, such fls 


flying over the "hump" between 
India and China do pnsscngc1'8 


suffer temporary loss of consciou1^ 
ness during flight if not given ort>'- 
gen. This is not a problem f°r 
commercial airline passengers. 


The lungs and heart arc the Or' 


gans most vulnerable to changiflS 
altitudes. A few—extremely few — 
accidents to the lungs or heart ha^'c 
been associated with flying. In one 
case a young man developed a c0l- 
lapsed lung (called pneumothorn^) 
after flying to an altitude of only 
8000 feet. 


Ordinarily, howe\;er. only those 


patients who are under treatment 
with 
pneumothorax 
(artificially 


produced to treat tuberculosis °r 
some other condition), or who hnvc 
some other lung complaint, should 
ref:ain from air travel for fear of 
this difficulty. 


If they do fly. they should ma)"* 


sure that the fligh* is not to £*> 
above 5000 feet. 


For specific information they 


must, of course, consult their own 
physician. 


People with infected sinuses may 


have some difficulty, particularly 
since coining down fast In unprcs- 
surizcd .cabins is likely to cause 
pain. Some substance which can 
be inhaled or nose chops which 
hhrink the membranes lining the 
nostrils may be used to prevent this 
type of pain. 


How about air travel during preg- 


nancy? vjf extra oxygen is given 
above 5000 feet there should be no 
question of lack Of oxygen? How- 
ever, if heart disease is present 
oxygen may be advisable if the 
plane flics high. 


The only possible rennon why a 


pregnant woman in good health 
might refrain from flying late in 
the course of the pregnancy would 
be because of the possible chance 
of having the baby born during 
flight. Obviously, this chance is 
greatest during the last month . 


Each airline passenger must take 


some responsibility for being sure 
that lungs and heart are in good 
condition before undertaking flights, 
especially if the contemplated trip 
may take them to unusually high 
altitude in unpressumed planes. 


With ordinary precautions and 


with few exceptions there is no 
good reason why airplane travel 
should be any more dangerous 
from the standpoint of health than 
travel on the ground.

Shabbona really cjimo to life for me when I visited 


Miss Ella B. Chancy, an need lady living a few miles cast 
of Oregon. She told me about an exciting meeting with 
Shabbona that her father, Eli M. Chancy, experienced as 
a young boy. 


Eli. who was born in Viiginia. came to Illinois In 


1831 with his older brothers and his widowed mother, and 
settled in Ogle County in 1837. The scttleis were few 
and far between. 
The ncnic.sl place the people could 


trade- at reasonable prices was Chicago. It was 'a dan- 
gerous trek because there were no roads or biidgcs. For 
safety's sake the settleis u.sua'.iy tmvticd in groups. 
When they ai rived in Chicago, then a twelve-block city, 
they would sell their grain and then camp on the edge 
of town, turning their hor.ses loose to giaze. Chicago had 
many bogs around it, and the men often had difficulty 
rounding up tho noises in the morning. For this reason 
tho light-footed, ten-year-old Eli vwcnt with his older broth- 
ers on these trips. 


On one trip, when Eli was fourteen, an unexpected 


sloim caused a cicck to rise, and the Chancys decided 
to camp overnight and try to ford the stream the next 
day. 
Soon after stopping, they saw a team of badly 


frightened horses, dragging a buckboard behind them, 
dashing madly down the lull on the opposite shore. As 
tho Clmneys watched, the team plunged into the creek. 
Eli, 
noticing tho reins were dragging and realizing the 


team would bo swept downstream, quickly leaped Into 
tho water, caught the reins, and guided the team to shoie. 


When the Chancys had the horses mid buckboaid 


safely ashore, two badly shaken Indians jumped out of 
the wagon and introduced themselves with much dignity

us Chief Shabbona and his son. Because EH had been 
no quick In saving their lives Shabbona named him "Lit- 
tle Tiger." 


The Chief told the Chaneys that he was returning from 


Chicago where grateful citizens had entertained him at a 
banquet and presented him with the spirited team, the 
wagon, and supplies. 
Since Indians did not ordinarily 


use reins or any other harness and the team seemed to be 
going along all right, he had dropped the reins. 
The 


horses sensed the lack of guidance, became frightened 
and ran away. 
The following day the Chaneys gave 


Shabbona some driving lessons before the two parties 
separated. 


When Eli was about 23, he stayed overnight in Chi- 


cago while on his way to Wisconsin to buy pine seedlings 
for the nursery on his homestead. 
When he registered 


itt the hotel he saw an Indian standing nearby, clad in 
white buckskin and wearing a necklace of bear teeth. 
Eli walked over and said, "Hello, Chief Shabbona!" The 
Indian whirled about, looked at the young man a moment, 
and then threw his arms around him, exclaiming, "My 
'Little Tiger" grown to be a man!" 


Shabbona Insisted that Eli share a box that night at 


the opening of a new theater where he was to be a guest 
of honor. This was probably the Rice theater, the first 
Jn Chicago in a building of its own; it opened on June 28. 
1817. 
Tho next day a newspaper stated that the attention 


of tho audience was divided between the stage and the 
box where sat a buckskin-clad Indian and a dark-haired, 
handsome "Virginian." 
Miss Chancy says her father 


carried the clipping of the newspaper account in his wal- 
let for years, and his children used to beg him to tell 
the story again and again. She believes the clipping must 
have worn out with handling, for it cannot be found.

Home Advisor at 4-H 
Foods Training School

Lee county 4-H leaders were well rewarded for braving some nasty 


weather this past Tuesday to attend a district 4-H foods training school. 
Miss Erma Cottingham. 4-H foods specialist from the university, brought 
them up to date on the new phases of 1954 projects and those which are 
to follow in the next few years.. 


;Miss Cottingham demonstrated the makinsr of 


pastry, using lard and the paste method. This has 
been worked out experimentally as a sure way for 
the young 4-H girl to always end up with good pas- 
try. The slipping of a custard pie into an all-ready 
baked shell was also shown by the specialist. This 
was done by using two pans of exactly the same size. 
Custard was baked in one of the pans and the other 
pan had its baked pie shell. 


The project, "Plan and Prepare Meals Using 


Pastry" is designed for the older 4-H girl. Objec- 
tives of 4-H foods work are to teach the younger girl 
the joy and fun of cooking, to learn to prepare and serve food attrac- 
tively and gracefully, and to learn a make-up of a balanced day's meals. 


Leaders at their training school had this pointed out to them, and 


were given suggestions for judging certain meals and criticizing 
whether they had variety in texture, flavor, color, temperature, and 
methods of cooking. 


'4-H leaders were introduced to the "You Learn to Bake" project 


fcooks for the first time, and were given helpful suggestions on how the 
lirst year 4-H member at ten years of age might handle the work. - 


Leaders were also given actual 


experience in judging pastry thai 
was baked by Miss Cottingham 
Ideas for talks, 
demonstrations 


and exhibits were given to leaders 
in all the various phases of the 4-H 
foods work. 


Thawing Baked Goods 


Thawing prepared baked prod- 


ucts takes only a short time. If the 
food has been baked and then froz- 
en, thaw it in the unopened pack- 
age. It takes about two hours for 
baked cakes to thaw at room tern 
perature and about 30 minutes for 
cookies and chiffon pies. The flavor 
of baked pies is enhanced if they 
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are allowed to heat in a hot (425 
degree F.) oven for 20 or 30 min- 
utes. Frozen baked rolls can be 
heated in their cellophane package 


% in a slow oven (300 degrees F.) for 


about 20 minutes. Baked rolls pack- 
aged in aluminum foil will thaw 
and heat in 20 minutes in a moder- 
ately hot oven (400 degrees F.). 


Storing Clothes 


Dirt costs money, especially when 


you put it away in your clothes. 
Given his choice a moth or carpet 
beetle finds a dirty garment much 
more tasty than a clean one. So 
be sure that those winter clothes 
that you soon plan to put away are 
really spotless. All clothing should 
be washed, dry-cleaned, aired or 
brushed before it is stored. 


When putting wool garments out 


of doors to air and sun, brush them 
thoroughly, especially those cuffs, 
pockets, folds and seams. Sun both 
the inside and outside of the gar- 
ment. Insect larvae missed in the 
brushing will fall -to the ground 
when they cannot find protection 
from the light 


Before you take clothes from the 


line, give them ano'ther brushing. 
Carpet beetles fly around out of 
doors and may light on the gar- 
ment after the first brushing. 


As soon as you bring clothes into 


the house or get them back from 
the cleaners, pack them immedi- 
ately in an air tight container. Zip- 
per bags may not always be air 
tight. It is sometimes a good idea 
to paste a strip of scaling material 
over the zipper opening.

•gainst insect damage, you can 
•pray the garments with an insecti- 
cide before you store them, or put 
paradichlorbenzene or naphthalene 
flakes or balls in the storage con- 
tainer. 


Cake Baking 


Having trouble with your cakes 


making with a hump in the center 
md getting too brown? It could 
easily be due to the kind of pan 
/ou're using. Cakes are meant to 
oe baked fairly slowly to rise even- 
ly and this can only be accom- 
plished when they are baked in 
shiny pans. 


Maybe you need to purchase 


some new pans or attack the old 
pans with scouring pads until they 
become shiny again.

Facts About 
Cooking Costs 


Have you heard about the "time 


versus money" experiment carried 
out by home economists of the 
U. S. Department of Agriculture? 
They have some answers to the 
old questions of how much time 
homcmaker saves and how much 
more meals cost when she buys 
baked goods, canned and frozen 
items and other foods that arc 
partly or wholjy ready to serve 


It took only one-fourth as much 


time to prepare two sets of menus 
using ready-to-serve foods as it took 
to prepare the same menus when 
the cook did all possible work her- 
self. However, so far as cost was 
concerned foods cooked from the 
raw state, baked goods prepared 
at home and other food items re 
quiring a minimum amount of com- 
mercial processing cost a third 
less than ready-to-serve foods plus 
cooking costs. 


The department's home econo 


mists concluded that the saving in 
time was worth the added cofit. 
There is, of course, a considerable 
amount of difference in the relative 
emphasis different families put on 
saving time and saving money 
Even though it is always desirable 
to save money, some homemakers 
can't regularly spend so much time 
on fully home-prepared meals with- 
out neglecting other duties more 
important to their families. Home 
makers employed outside the home 
might reach, the same conclusion. 
At the same time those with more 
time to spend might prefer to do 
more home food preparation to cut 
costs. 


• Next time you are making a gra 
ham cracker-crust for a pie, crush 
fine some extra crackers, so you 
have a half-cup of the graham 
crumbs. Melt a package of semi- 
sweet chocolate pieces, then stir in 
the half-cup crumbs and a cup of 
coarsely broken pecans or walnuts 
Drop teaspoonfuls of the mixture 
onto waxed paper.

TIPS 


How to Load the Brush 


The container you use for car- 


rying paint or varnish should never 
bo more than half full. Before 
starting the job, work the material 
well Into the bmsh by dipping the 
brush about half way. Then, hold- 
ng the mixing paddle across the 
top of the container, wipe the 
brush across the edge of the pad- 
dle. Repeat this several times. Do 
not wipe your brush on the edge of 
he container causing the paint to 
drip down the sides. 


Each time you load the brush, 


dip It about two inches and tap 
he tip of the brush against the 
nside of the container to remove 
the drip before moving the brush 
o the surface to be covered. Don't 
;lap the brush against both sides 


>f the bucket. The point Is to get 
rid of the drip and still have 
nough material in the brush to 
pread freely.

Just two weeks shy of his 108th 


birthday, Riddle died Friday night 
to leave only four surviving vet- 
erans of the Civil War. 


The white-haired little man with 


the shy, pixie smile had been 111 
since January.

Kane's defense attorney, Harold 


G. Baker of East St. Louis, argued 
that .Dr. Kane's action showed the 
evasion was not wilful. He said 
the doctor's life was cluttered with 
detailed duties involving his pri- 
vate practice and official practice 
as coroner. 


Baker said Kane lost more than 


$100.000 between 1938 and 1945 in 
oil spocu'ation. He said if all the 
losses were taken into account in 
his return his income would have 
been within the amount he had 
claimed.
